occured  in  1860,  in  which  designer  James  B.  Longacre 
decided  to  alter  the  reverse  of  the  coin.  The  wreath  was 
changed  to  oak  leaves,  and  a  shield  was  added  at  the  top 
center  of  the  wreath. 

The  second  die  variation  took  place  in  1864,  when  the  metal 
composition  was  changed  to  the  standard  alloy  of  95% 
copper,  and  5%  zinc  and  tin.  The  reason  for  the  change  was 
due  to  the  hoarding  which  had  begun  after  the  Civil  War. 
This  hoarding  later  started  the  production  of  Civil  War 
tokens. 

The  initials  of  the  designer  are  found  in  the  area  around 
the  headress  ribbon  of  the  Indian.  This  can  only  be  found 
from  the  1865  issues  and  beyond.  The  Indian  Head  Cent 
series  issues  were  minted  between  the  years  1859-1909.

Early  Bird  Gets 
Renewal 


The  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Mint,  which  began  taking 
orders  from  1977  proof  sets  five  months  earlier  than  in  past 
years,  has  finally  concluded  production  of  the  sets  to  fill  the 
orders  of  collectors.  Production  of  the  proof  sets  began  last 
April  of  1977.  The  total  mintage  as  of  December  19  is 
3,236,798  sets,  which  is  lower  than  the  previous  year’s  count 
of  4,123,056  sets  in  1976.  The  figure  was  compiled  by  the  U.S. 
Assay  Office  in  San  Francisco.  The  reason  for  the  drip  in 
orders  this  year  could  have  been  because  of  the  $2' 
increase  in  the  price  of  the  proof  set  from  1976,  in  which  the 
price  was  $7,  but  is  now  at  the  present  price  of  $9.  If  you  or  if 
someone  you  know  had  ordered  a  1977  proof  set,  he  or  she 
should  receive  it  in  the  next  following  weeks,  that  is,  if  it  has 
not  already  arrived.

Did  you  ever  wonder  where  the  motto  of  “E  Pluribus 
Unum”  came  from?  The  motto,  which  means  “One  Out  of 
Many”,  first  appeared  on  the  1796  quarter  eagle  coin.  The 
Act  of  February  12, 1873  made  it  mandatory  that  the  motto 
must  appear  on  all  United  States  coinage,  although  the 
motto  first  did  notappearon  coins  until  the  silver  coinage  of 
1916.  Starting  with  these  new  silver  composition  coins,  “E 
Pluribus  Unum”  has  appeared  on  all  current  circulating 
coinage.

Comment 

Wednesday’s  referendum  vote  to  show  voter  preference 
on  whether  or  not  the  Chief  of  Police  should  be  returned  to 
Civil  Service  could  be  interesting. 

Both  sides  of  the  question  appear  to  have  merit.  On  the 
one  hand,  the  “appointive”  side  contends  that  a  Town 
Manager  must  be  able  to  appoint  his  own  department  heads 
to  maintain  an  orderly  flow  of  administration,  and  even 
more  importantly,  be  able  to  remove  the  department  head 
when  that  flow  is  hampered  or  obstructed. 

The  Civil  Service  side  contends  that  removal  of  depart¬ 
ment  heads,  or  the  threat  of  it,  must  make  that  individual’s 
allegiance  to  duty  less  than  his  desire  to  “follow  orders” 
and  hence  keep  his  job.  They  also  point  to  “low  morale”  in 
the  police  force  if  the  position  remains  a  political  ap¬ 
pointment. 

As  we  said,  both  sides  have  merit.  But  the  most  in¬ 
teresting  comment  of  all  seems  to  have  come  from  inside 
Town  Hall:  “I  don’t  know  what  all  the  fuss  is  about,  the 
referendum  is  non-binding  and  people  don’t  turn  out  to  vote 
on  things  like  this.  ’  ’  This  source  then  went  on  to  explain  that 
over  300  people  will  turn  out  for  a  demonstration  on  saving 
money  by  properly  installing  wood  burning  stoves  but  only 
12  people  showed  up  at  the  last  council  meeting  when 
charter  revisions  were  being  discussed. 

Non-binding?  Maybe,  unless  the  old  cliche  “will  of  the 
people”  is  shown.  If  the  turnout  is  small,  as  expected,  then 
Agawam  should  accept  what  a  few  choose  to  give  it. 
However,  if  the  turn-out  is  good,  then  perhaps  we  could  read 
the  “will  of  the  people”.  That,  we  would  hope,  would  be 
binding  on  our  elected  officials. 

When  everything  is  said  and  done,  this  referendum  could 
affect  the  quality  of  the  Police  Department  and  your  safety. 
So,  don’t  sit  back  and  point  the  finger . . .  exercise  your  will. 
VOTE!

New  Hope  For  Our 
Communities 
By  Michael  Dukakis 


For  the  first  time  in  nearly 
a  decade,  our  state’s 
economy  is  on  the  move 
again. 

Over  two  hundred 
thousand  more  people  are 
working  today  than  in  the 
spring  of  1975. 

Massachusetts  businesses 
are  expanding  at  a  rate  of 
more  than  one  every 
business  day. 

Much  of  what  is  happening 
in  Massachusetts  is  the 
result  of  aggressive  new 
community  leadership. 

But  local  leadership 
cannot  do  the  job  alone. 

Unless  it  is  backed  up  by  a 
state  government  that  cares 
about  its  people  and  their 
communities,  it  is  doomed  to 
failure,  and  that  is  the  kind 
of  state  government  we  have 
been  building  these  past 
three  years. 

We  have  fashioned  a  new 
relationship  between  Beacon 
Hill  and  our  cities  and  towns, 
a  relationship  based  on  trust 
and  mutual  concern. 

We  have  created  an  in¬ 
surance  department  that  has 
given  us  the  first  decent, 
fair,  and  understandable 
system  of  auto  insurance 
rates  in  decades; 

—a  public  utilities  com¬ 
mission  that  has  saved 
consumers  from  millions  of 
dollars  in  unwarranted  rate 
increases  and  has 
established  sweeping  new 
standards  to  protect  our 
citizens  against  unfair 
shutoffs  and  deposit 
requirements; 

—a  newly  reorganized 
state  commission  against 
discrimination  that  is 
working  hard  to  make  the 
promise  of  equal  opportunity 
a  reality  for  thousands  of  our 
citizens; 

—and  a  new  program  of 
urban  parks  that  is  bringing 
the  joys  of  green  grass  and 
trees  and  open  spaces  to  our 
people  close  to— and  not 
miles  away  from— their 
homes  and  neighborhoods. 

People  choose  to  live  in 
Massachusetts  because  they 
are  drawn  to  it  by  the 
pleasures  of  our  coastal 
beaches,  the  woodlands  and 
mountains  of  the  Berkshires, 
the  vast  open  and  rolling 
expanses  of  the  farmlands  of 
the  Connecticut  Valley. 

The  single  dominam 
theme  expressed  by  the 
thousands  of  Massachusetts 
citizens  who  participated  in 
the  creation  of  our  growth 
policy  was  the  absolute  need 
to  preserve  that  which 
makes  this  Commonwealth 
unique. 

Growth  is  essential;  it 
must  and  will  continue.  But 
we  can  encourage  that 
growth  without  destroying 
our  irreplaceable  natural 
and  historic  asset. 

During  the  next  few  weeks 
I  will  be  recommending  a 
new  program  of  assistance 
to  our  cities  and  towns  which 
can  begin  to  stabilize 
runaway  property  taxes  and 
provide  special  assistance  to 
our  poorer  communities. 

The  program  will  provide 
more  than  two  hundred 
million  dollars  in  new  local 
aid. 

The  keystone  of  the  local 
assistance  program  will  be  a 
new  and  much  improved 
formula  for  the  distribution 
of  state  aid  for  local 
education.  That  formula 
which  is  being  developed  in 


close  cooperation  with  the 
Special  Commission  on 
Unequal  Educational  Op¬ 
portunity,  will  consolidate 
several  current  school  aid 
formulas  into  a  single  ac¬ 
count  based  on  need.  Every 
city  and  town  will  receive  at 
least  110  percent  of  the 
school  aid  it  will  be  paid  this 
year.  Many  of  our  poorer 
communities  will  receive 
much  more. 

In  addition  to  the  one 
hundred  fifty  million  dollars 
which  will  be  provided  under 
the  new  school  aid  formula, 
the  budget  will  include 
eighteen  million  more 
dollars  for  the  second  phase 
of  county  court  cost 
assumption;  fifteen  million 
new  dollars  for  Chapter  766 
educational  expenditures 
that  are  reimbursable  under 
the  Medicaid  program;  and, 
once  we  have  received  the 
federal  money,  fifteen 
million  dollars  to  reimburse 
municipal  hospitals  for 
medical  assistance  to 
General  Relief  recipients. 

Merely  providing  more 
funds  for  our  cities  and 
towns,  however,  will  not 
begin  to  bring  property  taxes 
under  control  unless  we 
make  sure  that  these  monies 
are  spent  wisely  and  that 
state  government  does  not 
continue  to  impose  ad¬ 
ditional  burdens  on  local 
communities. 

I  see  no  reason  why  state 
government  must  continue 
to  review  and  approve 
county  budgets  now  that  we 
have  agreed  to  assume  the 
cost  of  our  county  court 
system.  County  com¬ 
missioners  and  county 
review  boards  made  up  of 
cities  and  towns  are  far 
better  equipped  to  develop 
and  approve  county  budgets 
than  we  are.  Accordingly,  as 
part  of  my  local  aid 
message,  I  will  include 
legislation  ending  state 
review  of  county  budgets  and 
giving  the  cities  and  towns  of 
each  county  veto  power  over 
county  budgets  in  much  the 
same  way  that  the  MBTA 
Advisory  Board  must  ap¬ 
prove  the  MBTA  budget  each 
year. 

In  addition,  I  shall 
recommend  a  series  of  steps 
designed  to  ensure  that  cities 
and  towns  pursue  respon¬ 
sible  fiscal  policies  and  that 
increased  state  assistance  in 
this  and  future  years  will 
find  its  way  back  to  local 
property  taxpayers.  These 
steps  will  include  the 
requirement  that  a  separate 
school  tax  bill  be  sent  to  each 
property  taxpayer  and  that 
the  amount  and  effect  of 
state  aid  be  included  on  all 
property  tax  bills. 

This,  then,  is  one  person’s 
vision  of  the  future  for  our 
state  and  for  our  people. 

It  is  a  vision  which  is 
brighter  now  because  of  the 
work  we  have  done  together 
over  the  past  three  years. 

It  is  a  vision  which  insists 
that  economic  and  social 
progress  must  go  hand  in 
hand— that  one  without  the 
other  is  neither  desirable  nor 
possible. 

And  it  is  a  vision  which 
says  to  the  people  of 
Massachusetts  that  we  can 
now  face  the  future  with 
pride— and  confidence— in 
our  capacity  to  improve  the 
lives  and  fortunes  of  our 
fellow  citizens.

Special  Referendum

Problems  with  the  police  department  prompted  the 
Town  Manager  James  Westman  to  appeal  to  the  Town 
Council  to  remove  the  position  of  Chief  of  Police  from  the 
ranks  of  Civil  Service.  The  Town  Council  in  1977  by  a  10  to 
4  vote  requested  the  State  legislature  to  remove  the 
position  from  Civil  Service,  which  it  did.  Thus,  the 
legislative  action  now  permits  the  Town  Manager  to 
appoint  a  Chief  of  Police  who  he  believes  to  be  qualified 
and  will  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  administration  and 
the  town. 

The  referendum  initiated  by  members  of  the  police 
department  and  supported  by  their  union  will  be  held  in  a 
special  election  Wednesday.  January  25,  1978.  If  passed 
the  referendum  will  be  one  of  a  non-binding  nature.  Its 
intent  would  be  to  put  pressure  on  the  Town  Council  to 
request  the  legislature  to  rescind  their  1977  vote  and  place 
the  position  of  Chief  under  Civil  Service  again  Those 
supporting  the  referendum  maintain  that  placing  the 
Chief  under  Civil  Service  gives  him  the  protection  he 
should  have,  and  also  that  it  removes  the  position  from 
politics. 

Opponents  of  Civil  Service  point  out  that  the  manager 
should  have  the  right  to  appoint  the  man  he  will  best  be 
able  to  work  with  and  remove  him  from  office  if  he  fails  to 
perform  his  duties  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 
Removal  under  Civil  Service  is  a  difficult  and  costly 
process  and  in  most  cases  unsuccessful  because  of  the 
position  taken  by  Civil  Service  that  they  are  there  to 
protect  the  rights  of  the  employee.

Last  week  the  Hartford  Civic  Center  roof  collapsed, 
rendering  it  impossible  to  hold  any  type  of  events  at  the  200 
yard  Coliseum.  Luckily,  only  the  Coliseum  roof  caved  in, 
leaving  the  Exhibition  Hall  and  Civic  Center  Shops 
unharmed. 

This  tragedy  to  the  city  of  Hartford  has  left  the  New 
England  Whalers  without  a  coliseum  to  hold  their  games  in. 
Springfield  Mayor  Theodore  E.  DiMauro  solved  that 
problem  by  generously  offering  the  use  of  the  Springfield 
Civic  Center  to  the  Whalers  and  the  city  of  Hartford. 

Howard  Baldwin,  the  Whaler’s  managing  general  partner 
said  at  a  press  conference  that  the  Whalers  will  gladly 
accept  the  offer  from  Springfield. 

Baldwin,  who  is  also  the  World  Hockey  Association 
president,  said  that  the  Whalers  will  try  to  alternate  their 
home  schedule  between  the  New  Haven  Veteran’s 
Memorial  Coliseum,  which  seats  8,808,  and  the  Springfield 
Civic  Center,  which  has  a  seating  capacity  of  7,466.  The 
financial  standpoint  of  the  Whalers  will  greatly  diminish 
because  of  the  number  of  tickets  that  will  be  able  to  be  sold, 
which  is  the  main  reason  why  the  Whalers  would  rather  not 
play  too  often  at  the  Springfield  facility.  Baldwin  also  stated 
that  season  ticket  holders  will  be  able  to  transfer  their 
tickets  to  the  Springfield  Coliseum  if  they  wish,  or  get  a 
complete  refund  on  their  season  ticket. 

The  Hartford  Civic  Center  had  a  seating  capacity  of 
10,507,  but  Baldwin  expects  that  the  new  Coliseum  will  have 
a  greater  number  of  seats,  possibly  fifteen  thousand.

The  dream  of  every  bowhunter  is  to  someday  bag  a  bear 
with  the  bow  and  arrow.  How  many  times  a  bowhunter  in  a 
tree  stand  imagines  a  bear  walking  down  to  the  tree  he  is 
watching  and  with  one  arrow  dispatches  it. 

John  Lifjtak.  Brookline  Street,  Feeding  Hills  had  his 
dream  fulfilled  this  past  season  in  Vermont.  John  teaches 
Environmental  Science  at  Pembroke  Academy,  Suncook, 
New  Hampshire.  He  was  only  able  to  get  away  from  his 
duties  at  the  Academy  on  weekends. 

John  chose  to  hunt  an  area  where  his  uncle  took  him  when 
he  was  a  young  lad.  The  orchard  he  staked  out  was  full  of 
deer  and  bear  signs.  The  last  thing  John  hoped  to  see  was  a 
bear.  In  the  late  afternoon  a  bear  walked  down  a  deer  trail 
right  to  the  tree  he  was  watching.

Winter  Camping 

Dick  Kendall,  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  En¬ 
vironmental  Management  is  allowing  winter  camping  this 
year  in  many  of  our  state  parks  and  forests. 

For  those  of  you  that  have  recreational  vehicles  that  are  . 
self  contained  units,  or  tenters  with  chemical  toilets,  camp 
sites  are  available  at  the  following  areas:  Wompatuck  State 
Park,  Hingham;  Myles  Standish  State  Forest,  South 
Carver;  Scusset  Beach  State  Reservation,  Sandwich; 
Nickerson  State  Park,  Brewster;  Pittsfield  State  Forest, 
Pittsfield;  Beartown  State  Forest,  Monterey  and  Mount 
Washington  State  Forest,  Mount  Washington. 


No  dumping  or  deposit  of  waste  material  is  allowed.  A 
charge  of  $2.00  per  night  will  be  levied  to  help  cover  costs  of 
the  area.  Snow  plowing  will  be  minimal  to  non-existent. 

Holly  Kane,  Southwestfield  St,  Feeding  Hills,  was  suc¬ 
cessful  this  past  deer  season.  He  bagged  a  12  point  buck  in 
Sandisfield.  Holly  is  an  old  hand  at  this  sort  of  thing  and  has 
many  bucks  to  his  credit.  A  tyro,  Billy  Pelly,  fireman  for 
the  Agawam  Fire  Department,  nailed  his  first  buck  in  the 
same  town.  The  buck  sported  8  points  and  dressed  out  a 
healthv  150  lbs. 

The  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  oversees 
40,000  acres  that  are  opened  to  the  public  for  winter 
recreation  compatible  with  wildlife.  Birders  and  cross¬ 
country  skiers  especially  may  find  the  Division’s  lands 
ideal  for  escaping  from  the  crowds  at  traditional  recreation 
areas.  Maps  are  available  for  many  of  these  areas  and  may 
be  obtained  by  sending  a  self  addressed,  stamped  envelope 
to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife,  Westborough, 
Mass.  01581. 

The  latest  on  ice  fishing  is  very  encouraging.  Littleville  is 
producing  bumper  catches  of  smelt  and  the  jiggers  are 
taking  brown  trout  over  18  inches  long.  It  is  rumored  that  a 
26  inch  brown  was  caught.  The  biggest  howl  from  the 
diehard  ice  fishermen  is  that  many  of  the  fishermen  are 
keeping  more  than  two  trout  a  day.  The  hogs  are  at  it  again. 
The  only  way  this  trauma  can  be  cured  is  for  the  disgusted 
fishermen  to  come  forward  and  put  the  finger  on  the  law 
breakers.  A  couple  of  arrests  could  be  the  answer. 

Large  white  perch  are  being  caught  at  Otis  and  Big 
Benton.  Congomond  is  a  good  bet  close  to  home.  However, 
be  very  careful  using  a  snowmobile  or  car  on  the  ice.  The 
law  in  Southwick  frowns  on  the  practice  at  this  time.

Moves  To  Raise 
Drinking  Age 


Michael  J.  Albano, 
Probation  Officer  for  the 
District  Court  of  Western 
Hampden  (Westfield)  today 
outlined  a  proposal  to  raise 
the  legal  drinking  age  in 
Massachusetts  to  21  by  1981. 
Albano  will  introduce 
legislation  to  the  House  of

The  number  of 
traffic  fatalities  has  in¬ 
creased  dramatically  with 
drivers  16-1/2  -  21.  Now  is  the 
time  for  positive  action  on 
behalf  of  the  Legislature  and 
the  Governor.”
